If the particular griev- 
ance which one marriage partner has 
against the other does not allow of a 
divorce in the state in which they live, 
it is not difficult for either to become 
guilty of the thing which will give 
them a grievance acknowledged by 
their state. 

Today before their marriage people 
often plan their divorce; they risk 
marriage only because there is a com- 
plete understanding between them 
that if they do not seem to be prop- 
erly mated, they will separate; and 
we suppose that it will not be long 
before the law will recognize that 
those who enter upon trial marriages 
may dissolve the same without any 
court formality. 

We have been reading lately of sev- 
eral of the states competing with one 
another for divorce business, two of 
them relaxing the easy laws they have 
had in order to invite people to come 
to them for their home-wrecking. 

We wish that those who are so well 
organized to keep people from satis- 
fying their appetites were equally 
well organized and active to keep 
people from satisfying their passions.

THE REFORMED CHURCHES HAVE 
| REFORMED TOO MUCH 

It is quite common even for otherwise educated people 
to justify the Protestant Reformation by the alleged evils 
which are supposed to have existed within the one great 
Church of Christendom in the late Middle Ages. Even if these 
evils were as glaring as the most bitter opponents of the 
Catholic religion represent them to have been, they would not 
justify the abandonment of a divine religious institution for 
various sorts of human institutions which history shows to 
have been brought forth. In those Middle Age days it never 
could be’ conceived that clergymen would gather together to 
advocate easier divorce, or to surrender other mora! standards 
of the Gospel in favor of people who demand the privilege of 
living more loosely. But that is what churchmen other than 
Catholic are doing as the order of the day. There is an old 
Baptist minister in New York, Dr. I. M. Haldeman by name, 
who would like to reform the reformed churches which are, 
it is generally agreed, in dire need of reformation. He in- 
cludes all evils in Protestant churches to-day under the head 
of Modernism, which he indicts as follows: 

“The Modernist ministry is playing the role of a wrecker 
in filling men’s minds with unbelief by its preaching of a 
‘deleted’ Christianity. Modernism has never converted a soul; 
it has never produced a revival; it has never established a 
church, 

“Because of its teachings, there is an atmosphere of un- 
belief today in everything: in the daily papers, magazines, 
even theological seminaries, he added. The judgment of God 
is impending over modernism. The time will come—and I 
make a prophecy—when a Modernist preacher will say that 
real Christianity doesn’t need the Bible at all.” 

Within the Baptist church itself, Dr. Haldeman declared, 
modernism is everywhere in evidence. Only if Baptists dare 
to repudiate the “new way’ will there be a chance for escape 
from the fate which stares modernism in the face. At this 
point in the sermon Dr. Haldeman called for the vote of his 
hearers. 
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OMITTING THE PRINCIPAL FACTOR 

A professor at Manchester College, Oxford, defining 
education, says: “The function of education is to produce 
an all-round man.” This is a definition of education which 
has been frequently emphasized by the Catholic Church. 
But the Catholic Church’s definition of an “all-round” 
educated man would be different from that of Professor 
Jacks, of Manchester College, to whom it does not even 
occur that the training of the conscience in line with re- 
ligious teaching must be included in all-round education. 

He calls the opposite of an all-round man a “lopsided 
man.’ We have often given such an educational product 
the same name. But Jacks defines a lopsided man as one 
“whose mind has been educated at the expense of his body 
or vice versa, his intellect at the expense of his emotion; his 
logic at the expense of his common sense; his talking facul- 
ties at the expense of his acting faculties.” 

The Professor is right as far as he carries his illustra- 


tions, but no man can be an “all-round” educated man who 
knows nothing definite about his eternal destiny and the 
means by which it is to be attained, who does not know some- 
thing very definite about the God he is to serve. about the 
country in which he is to pass a whole eternity. He is not 
an “all-round” educated man if his will has not been prop- 
erly trained so that the soul will be the ruler over the body, 


and God the ruler over the soul. If man’s whole existence 


does not end here, evidently he is not an “all-round” edu- 
cated man who has prepared himself for a material exist- 
ence oniy, who does not relate life here to life hereafter, 


because it has been so related by the very Author of all.

She answered: “Yes, 
but it has no special attraction to one who appreciates 
the Catholic parish church with the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass, the altar, the Communion railing, the confessional, 
etc.” Then she suddenly remarked: “The interior of the 
temple is truly beautiful when the sun shines through 
the windows.” 

I asked whether she witnessed the death and As- 
sumption of the Blessed Virgin and she told me that she 
did and then described the same to me. 


The ecstasies and visions of Theresa are not confined 
to the Passion of our Lord. On practically every Sunday 
and feast day she sees in an ecstatic vision the story told 
in the gospel, which may relate to the cure of a blind or 
deaf man, or the multiplication of the loaves, or the 
stilling of the tempest, or the raising of Lazarus to life, 
etc.
